Mount Vesuvius are greatly ameliorat­ 
ed. 
The fall of volcanic ashes has di­ 
minished and 
scientists 
express the 
opinion that the volcano has spent it­ 
self. 
All 
the 
papers eulogize 
Director 
Mat t oned for Ids courage in return­ 
ing 
to the 
ruined observatory 
and 
sending from that place messages of 
encouragement. 
T he theaters, cafes 
and places of 
amusement, have been closed and be­ 
fore all the sacred 
images 
in 
Hie 
streets 
candles 
are 
kept 
burning, 
while smaller images .are being car­ 
ried about, in many cases being set 
down in the open air and surrounded 
by candles. 
Troops are engaged in clearing the 
roofs of buildings of tile accumulation 
of sand and ashes, which endangers 
Hie 
structures. 
Large 
glass-covered 
galleries, which are much frequented, 
have been ordered closed. 
The village 
of 
San Gennaro 
lias 
been 
partially buried 
in sand 
and 
ashes and several houses have fallen 
At 
that 
place three 
persons 
were 
killed and more than twenty injured 
Tn the road at T o n e del Greco three 
persons were found dead from suffoca­ 
tion. 
The people w ho remain at Torre An- 
nunziata are in danger 
of perishing 
from starvation, all Hie shops having 
been closed. 
Rations for 200 persons 
have been sent there. 
The warships 
ordered 
here have 
been doing effective service in the re­ 
moval of refugees. 
Premier Sonnino reached here dur­ 
ing tile day by train from Rome, bis 
journey having been greatly impeded. 
He had a conference immediately after 
his 
arrival with 
King Victor 
Em­ 
manuel, with whom the premier dis­ 
cussed measures to restore public con­ 
fidence, maintain order, aid the refu­ 
gees and repair the damage caused bv 
the eruption. 
Firemen and ambulance 
corps from Rome have been sent here 
American Girls in Peril. 


Two American girls, who have ven­ 
tured into the Vesuvius district, where 
the abandonment of the train on which 
they were traveling caused them much 
discomfort and no little 
peril, were 
brought here by the steamer St. Bon. 
The whole of the Vesuvius district 
as far as Naples, Caserta and Caslel 
lanmiare is one vast desert. 
Reports 
from all sides state 
that the fall of 
ashes is not so heavy as it has been 
for the past few days and the ashes 
are much finer. 
From this it is argued 
that the prospects are much brighter. 
The blockade of local 
traffic con 
tinues, but service on the main lines 
has 
been 
re-established, 
although 
greatly deranged by the indescribable 
confusion in the stations, where for­ 
eigners, not fully 
understanding the 
situation, inveigh against the delays 
and discomforts to which they have 
been subjected. 
It has been a disquieting day in Na­ 
ples. 
The 
people alarmed 
by what 
has happened 
have deserted 
their 
shops and the factories are nearly all 
closed. 
The crowds are in a temper 
for any excess. 
The 
arrival of King 
Victor 
E m ­ 
manuel and Queen Helena has done 
much to restore calm. 
_The royal palaces of Cappodimonti 
and San Fernando have been given up 
to refugees. 
Reports of tile destruction of two 
towns, Sarno and 
San Genarro, the 
former having a population of more 
than 8,000, have proved to be without 
foundation. 
At Sarno 
5,000 persons 
from near-by villages and farms have 
found refuge. 
Ottajano, where many 
lives were 
lost on Monday, 
is now 
practically buried. 
There is great difficulty 
in ascer­ 
taining the actual condition of affairs 
near the volcano. 
One estimate is 
that 
$20,000,060 
damage 
has 
been 
done and 
that 50,000 persons 
have 
been rendered homeless. 
Until 
communication can he 
re 
stored and search made of the houses 
in the a iii ic ted district it will be im 
possible to determine how' many peo 
pie have perished.

Spirited Debate in the Senate on the 
Indian Bill. 
Washington, April 12.—In the senate 
fluting the day Mr. Aldrich expressed 
the opinion that the end of the general 
debate on the railway rate bill would 
become apparent before the end of the 
present week, then an agreement nit­ 
on a day to vote could be reached. Til© 
statement was made in response to a 
request bv Mr. Tillman for such an 
agreement. 
There was no other dis­ 
cussion of the rate bill during the day, 
owing to the fact that no senator was 
prepared to speak. 
It was announced 
that 
Mr. Spooner would 
reply t ti is 
week to Mr. Bailey’s speech of Tues­ 
day. 
The session was almost entirely de­ 
voted to the consideration of the con­ 
ference report on the bill providing 
for the final settlement of the affairs 
of the Five Civilized tribes of Indians 
and in connection 
with that 
report 
there was a sharp controversy over an 
amendment 
inserted 'n the 
senate, 
which provided for the ratification of 
the disbursements of $186,000 of the 
loyal Seminole fund, made by Special 
Agent J. E. Jenkins and Administra­ 
tor J. A. Brown. 
The debate turned 
upon 
the exceptional fact 
that the 
house was insisting upon the retention 
of a senate 
amendment from which 
the senate was apparently anxious to 
recede. 
The debate 
was character­ 
ized by a number of spirited passages 
between Mr. Tillman on the one side 
and by Messrs. Teller and Clapp on 
the other. 
The South Carolina sona 
tor contended that 
the Indians had 
been defrauded, while 
his opponents 
urged that if they had been the pro­ 
posed legislation did not deprive them 
of their 
rights under the 
law.

New York, April 12.— After having 
the counter arbitration plan of the an­ 
thracite operators under consideration 
nearly all day, the general scale com 
m ittee of the hard coal miners com­ 
pleted the draft of its reply and will 
present it to the mine owners during 
the day. 
The strictest 
secrecy sur­ 
rounded the work 
of the committee­ 
men. 
It is believed tile miners have 
decided to accept the operators’ off et 
that tile anthracite strike commission 
take ui> the dispute, but will ask that 
tile tribunal be permitted to consider 
Hie original demands, with certain im­ 
portant modifications. 
Tile concessions said to have been 
decided upon are that instead of an 
agreement boing entered into between 
the operators and 
the United Mine 
Workers of America, it be made with 
the anthracite mine workers and that 
the checkoff be limited to the wage 
workers who agree to an assessment 
to defray Hie expenses 
Incurred in 
carrying out the miners’ part of the 
agreement instead of all mine work­ 
ers, union and nonunion, being com­ 
pelled to contribute and that the dura­ 
tion of the agreement he left to the 
commission. 
The miners 
ask for a 
two-year agreement and 
the opera­ 
tors wanted one for three years. 
If this proposition is submitted and 
accepted it would leave the commis­ 
sion free to take up the demands for 
an increase 
of wages, an 
eight hour 
day, uniform 
pay, reconstruction of 
the conciliation hoard and a number 
of minor grievances. 
The operators 
want to limit the Inquiry to wages and 
a method for the adjustment of com­ 
plaints.

Venezuela. 
General Juan Vicente Gomez, first vice 
president of the republic, is the pres­ 
ent executive head. 
This information 
was contained in an official cable dis­ 
patch received during the day from 
Caracas by Carlos 
Benito Figieredo, 
Venezuelan consul general in this city. 
The official announcement gives as 
Castro's reason 
for resigning 
that 
“ he desires to retire to restful private 
life for some time owing to the stren­ 
uous work 
Ins position 
exacts and 
which he has so successfully carried 
on for several years.” 
The 
change took 
place 
Monday, 
when Castro issued 
a proclamation 
wherein appeared the following: 
‘‘Should 
his temporary 
separation ! 
bring harmony and good 
will to the ! 
co miry, he would willingly make his | 
retirement permanent 
ii' necessary." 
The dispatch also says that peace is 
assured in Venezuela and that the in­ 
ternational 
question 
will be 
either 
amicably arranged or arbitrated. 
Cipriano Castro became president of 
Venezuela Oct. 28, 1891), having headed 
a revolution against President Ignacio 
Andrade. 
General Gomez, who becomes presi­ 
dent temporarily, is known as an able- 
military man. 
He aided Castro in his 
revolution against President Andrade 
and is commander of the Venezuelan 
army. 
The ministers and governors have 
presented 
their resignations, 
as is 
usual, so as to leave Hie new president 
at liberty to select ids collaborators.
